THE lead singer of a band who 
carried out a road-rage attack on 
another man will have his curfew 
lifted so he can go to a rock 
festival. 

Daniel Hunsdon, of band Federal 
Black 40, had finished a gig at Cam¬ 
bridge Corn Exchange when his car 
was blocked by a road-sweeping 
vehicle. 

Hunsdon, of Haverhill, jumped from his 
car and screamed obscenities at the driver 
before punching him. 

Despite the “repulsive” attack, a judge 
decided not to send Hunsdon to jail - and 
allowed him time off a curfew order so he 
can attend the Download Festival at 
Donington next month. 

District Judge David Cooper, sitting at 
Bury Magistrates’ Court, told Hunsdon: “For 
this repulsive attack on a public servant you 
should go straight to prison. However, hav¬ 
ing regard to what has been said about you 
and the fact that you do not have a long 
criminal record, I will make a community 
order instead.” 

The judge ordered Hunsdon, who 
admitted the attack, to pay his victim £250 as 
well as imposing the community order, with 
a curfew condition between 9pm and 7am 
for three months.

Grants for 
youth plans 


GRANTS of up to £5,000 are 
up for grabs for young peo¬ 
ple across Suffolk to run 
projects and make im¬ 
provements in their area. 

They can apply for funds from 
the Youth Opportunity Fund 
(YOF) and Youth Capital Funds 
(YCF). 

Funding from YOF can be used 
to support projects and activities, 
whereas YCF cash can fund new 
equipment or building changes. 

Young people aged 13-19, or up 
to 24 with additional needs can 
apply, but they will require the 
support of a local organisation or 
supporting adult.

A DOG owner needed hospital 
treatment after he was bitten on the leg 
while trying to stop his labrador being 
attacked by a young rottweiler. 

Police are appealing for information 
about the incident, which happened on 
wasteland at Millfields Way, Haverhill, at 
around 6.45pm on Monday. 

The victim was walking his labrador 
when a young rottweiler approached 
and injured the labrador. The victim tried 
to separate the dogs and was bitten. 

The female owner of the rottweiler took 
the dog away and the victim went to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for treatment. 
She is described as in her late 50s or 
early 60s, of slim build with grey/brown 
hair and was smartly dressed.

He was jointly 
charged with Joshua Day, aged 18, of 
Croxton Road, Thetford, who received 
the same fine, and both were also 
ordered to pay £70 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

Magistrates ordered the forfeiture and 
destruction of the air rifles.

Gas leak found in rusted pipe closes school 


PUPILS got an unexp¬ 
ected holiday when their 
school was closed due to 
a gas leak. 

The 274 pupils, aged 
between 4 and 9, at Place 
Farm Primary School in 
Camps Road, Haverhill, 
were told to stay away 


after the school was 
closed today. 

The leak was discov¬ 
ered yesterday when gas 
was smelt in the school. 

When engineers arr¬ 
ived, they discovered a 
leak from a section of 
rusted pipe. 


The school was closed 
so that the pipe could be 
replaced and parents 
were advised to listen to 
local radio to find out 
whether it would re-open 
tomorrow. 

The leak was not conn¬ 
ected to work going on at 


the school to build new 
classes to house extra 
pupils who will arrive 
when the town’s middle 
schools close next year. 

Workmen at the site on 
the field next to the main 
school building cont¬ 
inued working.

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Church is all lit up 


AFTER more than a decade of 
campaigning, a parish church has 
finally been lit against the night 
sky for the first time. 

New floodlights at St Mary’s 
church in Haverhill town centre 
were officially switched on by 
Pauline Trebble, wife of the late 
town mayor Cllr Ted Trebble, who 
led the campaign by Haverhill 
Town Council to get the church 
floodlit. The Monday night 
switching on ceremony was 
attended by current town mayor, 
Elaine McManus, as well as mayor 
of St Edmundsbury, Cllr Patsy 
Warby. 

The Rev Ian Finn, St Mary’s 
parish priest, said he had only 
been waiting for three years for 
the project to come to fruition, but 
understood it had been a longer 
wait for the town of at least 10 
years. He hoped that the lights 
would make the church a visual 
centrepiece in the town and 
emphasise its strong spiritual role 


in the community. 

Cllr McManus said the lights 
would be dedicated to Cllr Trebble, 
whose wish it had been to see 
them provided. She thanked Cllr 
Karen Richardson, who had taken 
over the project after Cllr Trebble’s 
death in 2008, Mr Finn, the church 
diocese, town councillors and 
contractors who had all worked 
together on the scheme. 

She said: “This has been a long 
time coming and we hope it will be 
a visual reminder of St Mary’s 
place at the heart of our town’s 
history and its future.” 

Haverhill Town Council has 
funded the scheme, costing 
between £10,000 and £12,000, 
which has also been subsidised by 
the contractors and suppliers. 

The first campaign at St Mary’s 
Church started before 2000, led by 
the town council, and former 
parish priest the Rev Edmund 
Betts also tried to get floodlights 
installed.

Boy forced to 
withdraw cash 

A 12-YEAR-OLD boy was robbed by a 
man who forced him to withdraw money 
at a cash point. 

The robbery happened at High Street, 
Haverhill, between 4.30pm and 4.40pm 
last Wednesday, when the man 
approached the boy outside a bank and 
demanded money. The boy refused, so 
the man took a bank card from the boy’s 
hand, put it into a cash machine and 
made threats, demanding the PIN. 

The boy gave the PIN, the man 
withdrew a quantity of cash and then ran 
off to a small white van parked outside a 
pub. The man is described as being of 
mixed race, with dark hair and wearing a 
brown jacket and blue jeans.

FIVE teenagers will receive 
safety advice at their local 
fire station after a spate of 
incidents involving fireworks. 

The anti-social behaviour over 
the past 10 days in Haverhill has 
prompted police to warn people in 
the town not to play with fireworks. 

Police officers agreed a comm¬ 
unity resolution to the problem 
with the five youngsters all aged 
under 18. 

They must attend the fire station 
for advice about the dangers of 
fireworks to themselves and others. 
If they do not attend, they could 
face prosecution. 

Police have received around 50 
calls from the public since Wed¬ 
nesday, April 28, reporting youths 
throwing or setting off fireworks or 
bird scarers, mostly in the evenings 
or early mornings. 

Damage has been caused to a 
telephone box and bins when lit

fireworks have been placed inside, 
and the noise has caused consid¬ 
erable distress to many residents, 
particularly the elderly and vul¬ 
nerable. 

Inspector Chris Galley said: “It 
was felt by the officer concerned 
that this was the best way of dealing 
with this. 

“It is not something we do with 
prolific offenders, but with young 
people it can be the most app¬ 
ropriate way of handling it and 
avoids them getting into the 
criminal justice system. We are just 
trying to stop them doing it again. 

“Anyone playing with fireworks is 
putting themselves and others in 
danger. It is fortunate that no-one 
has been injured by a firework going 
off. 

“A small amount of damage has 


been caused by fireworks being set 
off, and should a fire start from a lit 
firework this could have even bigger 
consequences. 

“Fireworks should only be used 
by adults and in a controlled 
environment. 

“It is an offence for a person 
under the age of 18 to possess 
outdoor fireworks, and it is also 
illegal for fireworks to be used after 
11pm at night. 

“Those people who are setting off 
fireworks in Haverhill are at the very 
least causing a nuisance to other 
people and such anti-social 
behaviour will not be tolerated. 

“I want everyone to feel safe and 
be safe in Haverhill. I would en¬ 
courage anyone with any in¬ 
formation about the supply and 
illegal use of fireworks in the town 
to contact the Safer Neighbourhood 
Team.”

He agreed that the 
curfew could be lifted 
from fune 8-15 so Huns- 
don, 31, could take his 
wife and children to the 
festival. 

The court heard that 
Hunsdon, who also 
works as a painter and 
decorator, had two con¬ 
victions for drink-driv¬ 
ing. 

Tess fames, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the offence had 
happened as Hunsdon 
was on his way to his 
home in Crowland Road 
after a gig on March 5. 

The vehicle, driven by 
his wife, came up to a 


traffic-calming measure 
close to his home. The 
sweeper was moving in 
the opposite direction 
and ‘blocked’ the route. 

Gestures were made 
from both vehicles and 
Hunsdon got out and 
started to shout and 
swear at the road sweep¬ 
er driver, Francis Smith. 

Mr Smith said Huns¬ 
don smelt of alcohol and 
became more abusive, 
pushing him and clen¬ 
ching his fists. 

Hunsdon then pun¬ 
ched him on the side of 
the head and wrestled 
him to the ground - 
leaving his victim with a 


split lip, bruising and 
swelling around his eye. 

Kieron Davies, for 
Hunsdon, said his client’s 
wife had been driving the 
car and due to a mis¬ 
understanding when she 
believed the road sweep¬ 
er was stationary, had 
failed to give priority to it. 

Federal Black 40 are a 
local band with four 
members - based around 
the Cambridge, Hav¬ 
erhill, Newmarket and 
Godmanchester area. 

Their gig on March 5 at 
the Corn Exchange was 
set to be a re-launch for 
the band after a lengthy 
break from live gigs.

CONSERVATIVE Matthew 
Hancock swept to victory in 
the West Suffolk constit¬ 
uency last week. 

The 31-year-old former chief of 
staff to Shadow Chancellor George 
Osborne increased the majority of 
former MP Richard Spring, who 
did not seek re-election, by more 
than 4,000. 

The Labour vote collapsed with 
candidate Ohid Ahmed trailing in 
third place behind the Liberal 
Democrats’ Belinda Brooks- 
Gordon. 

A victorious Mr Hancock claim¬ 
ed a 14.2 per cent swing away from 
Labour and pointed out he had 
polled more than half the votes 
cast. 

He said: “A number of people I 
spoke to on the doorsteps said 
what a superb MP Richard Spring 
was. It’s incredible to have in¬ 
creased the majority he had in the 
2005 election. 

“Now I want to get cracking on 
the things we need to do locally.” 

In his acceptance speech he 
promised to “work tirelessly” for

the constituency. 

Mr Hancock is married to 
Martha and has a daughter and a 
son, with his family already settled 
in a new home at Thurlow. 

Speaking about the formation of 
this week’s coalition Government, 
the country’s first in 65 years, he 
said: “Having listened to many, 
many people in Haverhill over the 
past weeks and months, I know 
how important it is that we start to

turn our country around and 
restore trust in politics. 

“I am absolutely delighted that 
David Cameron is now behind the 
door of Number 10 and can now 
form a Government. 

“It is time for us to start along 
the long road to the economic 
recovery. I am looking forward to 
working hard for everyone in 
Haverhill, no matter how they 
voted last week.” 

Labour candidate Mr Ahmed, 
who had earlier admitted he was 
“exhausted” after fighting a cam¬ 
paign to retain his seat on Tower 
Hamlets council in east London as 
well as the Parliamentary camp¬ 
aign in West Suffolk, did not 
comment after the result. 

Dr Brooks-Gordon, a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire councillor, said she 
was proud of the campaign in 
which the Liberal Democrats had 
recruited more members in the 
constituency. 

“I think in some ways demo¬ 


cracy has been the winner of this 
election and people have agreed 
there is a need for a change in the 
electoral system,” she said. 

She added West Suffolk was a 
microcosm of the national pol¬ 
itical picture. 

Ian Smith, the UKIP candidate 
who was fighting his third general 
election, said he was pleased to 
have increased his percentage 
share of the votes. 

The result had originally been 
expected at about 1.30am, but it 
was delayed by more than an hour 
after a discrepancy was discovered 
between the original number of 
verified votes cast at 48,130 and 
the final total of 48,170. 


A DISGRUNTLED voter 
who was unable to have 
her say in the General 
Election because her 
postal vote never arr¬ 
ived has vowed to go 
along to the polls in 
person in future. 

Gill Boulton, 51, said 
she kept waiting for her 
postal vote to arrive, but 
it had still not come in 
time for last Thursday’s 
vote. 

She rang the elections 
office, but was told that 
she would have to travel 
to Mildenhall to coll¬ 
ecting a new form if she 
wanted to vote. 

Gill, of Atterton Close, 
Haverhill, voted in all 
previous elections but 
as she works as a carer 
in the community in 
Saffron Walden, she had 
asked for a “more 
convenient” postal vote. 

She claims she was 
told by staff at Mild¬ 
enhall that postal votes 
destined for addresses 
in the CB9 area had 
vanished in the last 
election. 

She said: “I did not 
even realise my postal 
vote had not come until 
a few days before the 
election and then I kept 
thinking it would come 
in time. 


“I wondered if the 
same thing had happ¬ 
ened to other people in 
Haverhill. I was quite 
angry not to be able to 
vote and you would 
think if the same thing 
had happened before 
they would make sure it 
did not happen again. 

“I have always voted 
because I say if you 
don’t vote you cannot 
moan about them. 
There was no way that I 
could get to Mildenhall 
and I was just very cross 
that they had taken my 
vote away. 

“I hope there will be 
another election soon, 
and I certainly won’t be 
asking for a postal vote.” 

A spokesman for 
Forest Heath District 
Council said Mrs Boult¬ 
on’s vote had been 
posted on April 26 and 
the post office had been 
asked to carry out an 
investigation as to why 
it had not arrived. 

No other complaints 
had been received 
about postal votes not 
arriving for the current 
election. 

He said if Mrs Boulter 
had contacted the elect¬ 
ion office sooner, it 
would have been poss¬ 
ible for her to still vote.

Shows shed 
light on autism 

Sir ,Though your newspaper I 
would like to thank Channel 4 and 
BBC 3 for the programs they have 
put on about autism. If your 
readers had seen the programmes 
on TV they would have seen that 
parents were having problems not 
only getting help, but for the people 
out there to recognise the problems 
the parents have with children who 
have autism. 

Parents in Haverhill do not get the 
help they need for children with 
autism. They try all different 
agencies such as the child 
development centre in Bury St 
Edmunds, but they only work part- 
time. Child and Adolescent Mental 
Health Services says autism is not 
in its criteria and social services say 
children with autism who go to 
mainstream schools do not fit their 
criteria either. 

Children with autism suffer from 
these difficulties: 

■ Difficulties with social 
interaction - being unaware of 
what’s socially appropriate, finding 
chatting or small talk difficult and 
not socialising much. People with 
autism may appear uninterested in 
others and find it very difficult to 
develop friendships and relate to 
others, while those with Asperger 
syndrome are more likely to enjoy 
or want to develop social contacts 
but find mixing very difficult; 

■ Problems with verbal and non¬ 
verbal communication - those 
affected may be able to speak 
fluently or, more commonly in 
autism, may be unable to speak at 
all. There may also be difficulties 
understanding gestures, body 
language, facial expressions and 
tone of voice, making it difficult to 
judge or understand the reactions 
of those they are talking to, or to 
empathise with people’s feelings. As 
a result they may unintentionally 
appear insensitive or rude to 
others. They may also take others’ 
comments very literally, and so 
misunderstand jokes, metaphors or 
colloquialisms; 

■ Lack of imagination and creative 
play - such as not enjoying or 
taking part in role-play games. 

They may also find it difficult to 
grapple with abstract ideas. There 
may be overriding obsessions with 
objects, interests or routines which 
tend to interfere further with 
building social relationships (this is 
known as stereotyped or repetitive 
behaviour). 

These behavioural difficulties can 
cause a great deal of stress for 
members of the family

(NHSBT) at the awards ceremony. 

It was held to honour long- 
serving blood donors from Essex 
and Suffolk who have donated 
blood on at least 75 occasions. 

Five of the life-savers were 
commended for reaching the 
milestone of 100 donations. 

A NHSBT spokesman said the 
awards were a way of recognising 
the commitment that long serving 
blood donors give to saving the 
lives of others. 

He said: “Each blood donation 
can potentially save the lives of up 
to three people, so every donor at 
the ceremony could lay claim to 
saving more than 225 lives. 

“Added together, the honoured 
donors have given more than 


3,400 pints of blood, that’s over 
425 gallons, a truly remarkable 
achievement.” 

Guest speaker Elsa Hunter, from 
Shoeburyness, suffered with 
myelodysplastic syndrome (MDS), 
a bone marrow disease and, over 
three years of treatment, received 
numerous blood transfusions. 

She was joined by Nisa Karia, 
from Ipswich, who has 
Thalassaemia major and needs 
regular blood transfusions. 

Derek Carr, lead donor relations 
manager at NHSBT, said: “Only 3 
per cent of donors reach their 75th 
donation, while less than 3 per 
cent make it to 100 donations. We 
are proud and honoured to reward 
these incredible people who have 
given blood so many times over 
the years.” 

Anyone aged 17-65, weighing 
more than 50kg and in good 
general health, can become a 
blood donor. There is no upper age 
limit for donors who have donated 
in the last two years.

Objections fail to 
halt takeaway bid 


ANOTHER hot food take¬ 
away outlet will be built in 
a residential area, despite 
protests from homeowners 
and Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

Change of use consent from 
retail to hot food takeaway for a 
shop in Appleacre Road was 
given the go-ahead by St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Council’s 
development control committee 
last week. 

The shop adjoins the existing 
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Domino Pizza outlet, which also 
provoked objections from local 
residents before it opened. 

A report to the committee said 
no complaints had been received 
about the operation of the pizza 
takeaway in the area. 

But Haverhill Town Council 
still objected to the plan, citing 
concerns about noise, odour and 
additional traffic. 

Neighbours also said they al¬ 


ready suffered from smells and 
litter generated by Domino Pizza, 
as well as cars racing up and 
down the road. 

They also pointed out that they 
had originally been assured that 
the shops would be used for 
purely retail use, and not fast 
food takeaways. 

Planning consent was granted 
subject to conditions including 
that it does not open before 9am 
and is closed by 11pm. 

Restrictions were also placed 
on delivery times.

NEWSPAPER Society 
president David Fordham this 
week finished a tour of 40 
publishing centres across the 
UK. 

Mr Fordham, who is chief 
executive of the Weekly News 
publisher, lliffe News and 
Media, has travelled the 
length and breadth of the UK 
to investigate the changing 
state of local newspapers. 

Mr Fordham, who 
completed his tour during 
Local Newspaper Week, 
said: “It’s interesting to see 
how the different centres are 
coping with these changes 
and the different initiatives 
they are taking. 

“What I’m trying to do is to 
take round a positive attitude 
about the future for regional 
press. You can’t help but 
notice that there have been 
lots of commercial initiatives.” 

He added: “Like many 
local businesses, local papers 
have had a tough time in the 
past two years. Many people 
became worried that the voice 
of their local community for 
generations might be silenced 
because of economic 
difficulties. 


“But despite the deepest 
advertising recession in living 
memory and fierce 
competition from other media 
- even from local councils’ 
own publications - local 
papers have survived to fight 
another day. 

“The local paper - in print 
or online - plays a vital role in 
any lively local community. It 
is a trusted source of news, a 
familiar guiding hand and the 


bedrock of local democracy.” 

Mr Fordham’s tour has 
raised more than £5,000 for 
charities, including Teenage 
Cancer Trust, Macmillan 
nurses and the Cambridge 
News community fund, Press 
Relief, thanks to contributions 
from local newspapers. 

Mr Fordham’s travel costs 
and expenses have been met 
by sponsors MediaForce and 
Clacksons. 


Home gels go-ahead 
despite safety fears 


REVISED plans for a new home 
in Kedington have been app¬ 
roved, despite continuing ob¬ 
jections from the parish council 
which says it is too big for the 
village. 

The one-and-a-half storey dwelling 
was given the green light by St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee last week. 

Plans for the home also feature an 
integrated garage next to Serena House 
in Dash End. Plans had previously been 
approved for a two-and-a-half storey 
house with a garage at the side. 

Kedington Parish Council objected to 
the design and its impact on highway 
safety. It also raised concerns about the 
gradient of the driveway. 

But the report to the committee said 
the Highway Authority believed the plan 
would not compromise safety and

would not damage a tree on the site, 
which was subject to a tree preservation 
order. 

A parish council spokesman said: 
“The council still feels this new building 
is unacceptable. 

“Councillors feel the roof size on the 
revised scheme is larger than the last 
proposal and not sympathetic with 
surroundings in this part of the village. It 
seems access will still be a problem.” 

The planning officer’s report said 
despite the 7.9m height of the home, it 
would not be out of keeping in relation 
to the size of neighbouring Serena 
House and would not detract from the 
character of the lane and the count¬ 
ryside beyond.

The big film

CHRIS Morris has been best friends 
with controversy for most of his 
television and radio career. 

As the face and co-writer of BBC2 
comedy The Day Today, he 
mercilessly lampooned the 
sensationalist British news media 
before taking his brand of satire to 
new heights with TV’s Brass Eye. 

A special edition of the programme 
devoted to paedophilia and a fictional 
charity called Nonce Sense drew 
thousands of complaints and also 
won a British Academy Television 
Award. 

For his debut feature film, Morris 
addresses the thorny subject of 
terrorism with his trademark, 
scabrous wit. 

The script, co-written by Morris, Jesse 
Armstrong and Sam Bain, portrays 
the bombers as clumsy, insecure, 
funny and loyal friends, who are liable 
to set off the devices before they ever 
get to the heart of London. 

Omar (Ahmed) is a devout Muslim, 
who is enraged by the West’s 
treatment of his spiritual brothers and 
sisters. He spearheads a terrorist cell 


in the heart of multi-cultural northern 
Britain with best friend Waj (Novak) 
and paranoid, white Islamic convert 
Barry (Lindsay), who believes 
passers-by are undercover police 
officers gathering intelligence on the 
group. 

The jihadists debate potential targets 
for their payload with Faisal (Akhtar), 
who is training crows to fly through 
windows carrying primed explosives 
in their beaks. 

Omar brings the men together to pose 
as charity fun runners in the capital, 
with the aim of blowing themselves up 
on the streets and taking innocent 
members of the public with them. 
When they finally arrive in London, a 
policeman approaches the quartet. 
“You’re all gonna die in that gear, 
lads,” laughs the copper, referring to 


the possibility of heat exhaustion 
inside the colourful costumes. 

“It’s all in a good cause,” Omar replies 
smugly, the double meaning 
completely lost to the Pc. 

The script wrings deafening belly 
laughs from the exploits of the central 
characters, such as Omar accidentally 
shooting Arabs with a misaligned 
rocket launcher. 

Undoubtedly, some audiences will 
take offence, but Morris’s film 
accomplishes a simple yet vital feat. It 
disarms the terrorist’s greatest 
weapon - fear - and reminds us that 
though our ideologies and religions 
may differ wildly, we all hark from the 
same vast genetic pool and are 
capable of the same acts of stupidity 
and love. Especially stupidity.

Finding the right pot to 
suit your perfect garden 


I f your terracotta 
pots took a 
hammering over the 
winter months and you 
ended up with a pile of 
crocks from broken, 
frost-damaged 
containers, it may be 
time to invest in a new 
batch. 

Manufacturers have made 
great strides over the years 
to make stylish pots which 
will withstand the worst of 
the weather and still look 
good. 

In recent years, garden 
centres have been flooded 
with metal containers in 
both shiny and matt or 
weathered finishes, along 
with synthetic pots made 
from moulded resins which 
look like granite, stone or 
terracotta and won’t cost 
you an arm and a leg. 

There are pros and cons 
for all pots. If you go for 
unglazed clay, the pots will 
be porous and therefore 
plant-friendly, carrying air

to the plant roots. 

They are also heavy, thus 
keeping large or top heavy 
plantings stable. 

However, unglazed 
terracotta absorbs water 
from the planting compost, 
so the plants will need 
watering more frequently 
and, as many of you will 
have discovered after the 
snow, will crack and break in 
frosty weather unless they 
are protected from the 
elements. 

Metal pots - zinc and 
titanium are now popular - 
look great in contemporary 
settings, with their sharp 
lines and eye-catching 
sparkle, but they don’t do 


well in sunny situations as 
the containers quickly heat 
up and can damage the 
roots of the plants. You can, 
however, get around the 
problem by placing the 
plant in a different container 
and then putting that inside 
the metal one, adding damp 
compost or shredded bark 
into the metal pot, which 
will then act as insulation 
against the heat. 

Natural wood planters are 
widely available in soft and 
hardwoods and blend well 
with plant material. They are 
not affected by frost and are 
light and relatively 
inexpensive. Look at sets of 
barrel shaped planters, such 
as a bargain set of four for 
£29.99 from 

www.greenfingers.com (0845 
345 0728). The disadvantage 
of wood is that if it is left 
untreated, the life of the 
container will be short. 

They will last longer if you 
line them with thick plastic 
sheeting. 

Many gardeners would 
baulk at the thought of 


buying a plastic pot, but 
today there are many good 
ones out there which really 
don’t look plastic and you 
can paint the pot with a 
metallic finish to give it a 
contemporary feel. Plastic is 
light, cheap and you can 
drill as many drainage holes 
as you like. 

Good options include 
Sankey’s range of recycled 
plastic pots which look like 
granite (for information 
phone (01159) 277 335 or 
visit www.rsankey.com ). 

The disadvantage is that 
over time many plastic 
containers go brittle, 
especially if placed in direct 
sun, and the roots have little 
protection from winter cold. 

A more convincing fake is 
resin, which is also light but 
can look like stone, granite 
or terracotta and is resistant 
to frost and heat. For me, it’s 
probably the best option if 
you want a good look but 
don’t want the hassle of 
having to lift heavy stone or 
terracotta containers.

contemporary tastes, fake 
metal is also available. 

Check out faux aluminium 
Geo pots at 
www.crocus.co.uk in a 
variety of shapes, which are 
made of fibreglass and resin, 
are lightweight, low- 
maintenance and frost¬ 


proof. 

Ask for drill holes to be 
made when you place your 
order. 

So don’t feel too bad about 
ditching your frost-damaged 
pots because there are 
plenty of stylish options out 
there to replace them.

This is an order under 
sections 10 and 12 of the Highways Act 1980 which, if made, would provide that 
lengths of the A14 Trunk Road between the length from a point 440 metres south¬ 
east of the centre of the Rusts Lane bridge over the A1 Motorway at Alconbury to a 
point 548 metres north-west of the point where the A14 Trunk road viaduct crosses 
the East Coast Main Line Railway at Huntingdon; the length from a point 57 metres
